London, June 20.—Adeline Genee is 
back in London, and (Londoners are 
happy. She is due to appear tn a 
revival of “‘Coppelia,”’ her favorite clas- 
Sical ballet, in which she is said to be 
at her best. It is twenty-six years 
since the great ballet was produced in 
London, and in conjunction with the re- 
appearance of Genee you may be sure 
that the Empire will be a house of wild 
enthusiasm on the opening night. No 
one who saw her at the Leicester Square 
theater prior to her departure for the 
United States will ever forget it. 

Genee tells me that she thinks the 
American newspaper men are wonders, 
but that some of them are troubled 
with unbridled imagination.

citizens, clamored for admittance to 
the Tech this year, and could not enter. 
There was no room for them. The ac- 
commodations for those there were not 
adequate. 

In view of the existence of these con- 
ditions it is interesting to note their 
economic significance—to know the dif- 
ference in values to the state of the 
trained and untrained boy. 

Money Value of Training. 


The chart here reproduced is based 
upon an investigation made by an ex- 
pert, of forty boys who have had the 
advantages of technical training, and 
forty who have not had it, and their 
relative values in dollars and cents to 
the commonwealth. 

Besides their potential values, there 
is one which the chart can not show, 
and one that can not be fully esti- 
mated—that is the value of leadership 
in the boy who has had technical train- 
ing. 

Wherever he goes and has the oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate what his equip- 
ment stands for; where he can take the 
iniative and work out easily what the 
untrained head and hands accepts as 4 
problem, he becomes an inspiration and 
influence. 

His employer recognizes his value, 
none the more than his co-laborers, 
who find in his accomplishment a new 
possibility for them, and there arises 
a new interest among boys who have 
hitherto 
up to than the earning of daily wage. 

When, through their own achievement, 
‘they come to realize that the higher 
wage follows then they become ambi- 
tious to equip themselves, to become 
trained. There is no doubt that out 
of the many boys for whom there was 
not room In the Tech this year there 
were as many who came of their own 
volition—who came with a desire 
equip themselves as they had seen stu- 
dents from the Tech—as there were 
those sent by long-headed fathers who 
knew the value of technical training 
for the boy of the present. 

In the chart it will be seen that two 
lines cross it; the first line marking 
the limitless advantage of the trained 
worker, the other marking the career 
of the worker as advancing to that 
point in the chart which marks his 
earning at the age of 23 to 26 years. 
Outside the chart on the left, figures 
show the potential values of the indi- 
vidual to the state, and below the bot- 
tom line igs shown the age of the in- 
dividual at different periods of his ca- 
reer. 

It will be seen by the first line that 
the trained boy, who between the age 
of 18 and !I9 years, begins at a wage 
of $15 per week, has a potentia] value 
estimated at $17,000. Between the age 
of 19 and 2/1, he is earning from $20 to 
$30 per week, his potential value reach- 
ing $25,000, and here the line of hig 
advancement becomes limitless. The yet 
sRort history of the Georgia Tech shows 
the record of a surprising number of 
graduates who between the age of 26 
and 30 are earning salaries of trom 
$10,000 to $20,000 and upward, while the 
average are recognized a@s among the 
best trained men in the southern field 
of action and as examples of expert 
training wherever they are in the north 
and east. 

Limitations of the Untrained. 


A comparison of the record made by 
the boys designated by the line on the 
| chart marking the value of trained 
labor, With the other line marking 
the limited career of the untrained 
worker would prompt a sigh of hope- 
lessness, were it not for the almost 
universal note for industrial and tech- 
nical training being sounded by the 
thinking people of the moment. 

The second line shows the untrained 
boy who, at the age of 16, and equip- 
ped only with a training, minus the 
industrial feature, and without the ad- 


vantage of secondary high school 
training, starts with $3 a week. 

Assuming that he is the Industrious, 
faithful worker, the average shows 
that at !7 years he earns $3.60; at 19 
years, $6.80; at 20 years, $9; at 22 
years, $13.20; at between 24 ang 26 
years of age he is earning $15 per 
week. Here the line forks, and shows 
that of these untrained men only 15 
per cent rise above this Hne to any 
marked degree. About 33 per cent re- 
main in the employ of the company 
and follow indefinitely along the same 
line with no increase in usefulness; 
20 per cent leave of their own accord, 
and 40 per cent are dismissed for lack 
of further efficiency. 

Therefore it will be seen that the 
untrained man of 24 years, just when

“DISGUISED STARVATION.” 


Appetite No Guide as to Time and 
Amount of Eating, Says Doctor. 


“Disguised Starvation’ was the sub- 
ject of one of the most interesting pa- 
pers read before the American Medical 
Association at itg recent meeting in 
Chicago. The reader traced the disease 
to the millionaire’s cottage as well as 
to the hall bedroom. 

“I have no use for the theory that 
people should trust to their appetites,” 
said the doctor. “That’s about the last 
thing they should trust to. The one safe 
rule ig to let reason prevail.” 

Then he sketched a picture of the 
overworked woman pulling down her 
vitality during a morning over the 
wash tub. 

“She has no appetite when noon 
comes so she takes a cup of tea and a 
bite of bread. A very little of it palls, 
and she goes,back to work with her 
vitality ebbing still lower. 

“The thing for her to do ts to eat, 
willy-nilly. For the sake of her family, 
for her very life she must eat. At first 
she may have the sensation of stuffing. 
Let her persist. With more fuel in the 
furnace, whether relished or not, will 
come increased vigor and with in- 
creased vigor a greater appetite.”

To eat regularly 
and to eat varied foods dre undoubted- 
ly the things to do if we are to eat to 

ve. 

The paper well illustrates the ad- 
vanced ground that is being taken on 
the subject of nutrition. It was pro- 
gressive thought along these same 
lines that resulted in the perfecting of 
Kodol, the widely known digester. Ex- 
periments with digesters had long been 
made and had failed because they di- 
gested only one or a few food ele- 
ments. In Kodol, the combination was 
made of the elements that digest all 
kinds of foods. The theory is no longer 
that the sufferer shall starve himself, 
but rather that he shall eat everything.

Another American whose London life 
has been commemorated Dy the L. C. E. 
is William Penn. A tablet has been put 
up on the house in which he was 
porn. It is situated on Great Tower 
Hill, close to the Tower of London. 
There is a very quaint reference to 
Penn by Burdette, an old historian, who 
naively calls attention to Penn's con- 
Stant wearing of his Quaker hat by the 
remark: “He was not born with his 
hat on; but that is the only time he 
was ever seen bareheaded.’ Penn  at- 
tended for many years the Chigwell 
Grammar school, and entered as a stu- 
dent at Lincoln’s Inn, a celebrated law 
school, In later years he occupied a 
house at the southwest corner of Nor- 
folk street, Strand. The site is now 
occupled by the Review of Reviews of- 
fice. Penn’s grave is at Chalfont, 
Buckinghamshire. 

Perpetuating the memory of the great 
by marking -with taplets the houses 
identified with their life certainly adds 
to the attractiveness of a city Nke Lon- 
don. American visitors seem never to 
tire of searching for these places, and 
one of their delights is to “put up” at 
the “‘tableted’’ mansions found in va- 
rious parts of the city. A very popu- 
lar house of this kind is No. 48 Doughty 
Street. This was for many years the 
home of Charles Dickens. It was here 
that he wrote “Oliver Twist,” ‘“Nicholas 
Nickleby,’ and sé¢veral other of his sto- 
ries. (Dickens, when at Dought, street, 
kept a horse, and daily, after completing 
four or five chapters of a new novel, 
would “relax” by a jong horseback ride. 
He moved from Doughty street to 
Tavistock house, Tavistock square. 
Both of these houses are practically in 
Bloomsbury, which is the favorite re- 
sort of Americans. 


Thomas Hood’s house, |7 Elm street 
road, St. John’s Wood, in the  north- 
western part of London, !s another 
place that appeals to Awmgrican visitors 
It was here that the poet wrote ‘“‘The 
Song of the Shirt,’’ which, strangely 
enough, was a contribution to the 
Christmas humber of Punch At St. 
John’s Wood, Hood, in his falmy days, 
gave some .famous dinners to his 
friends—Charles Lamb, Coleridge, Leigh 
Hunt, and others. It was at one of 
these dinners that a boy whom Hood 
engaged to waif on the table stumbled 
upstairs with tMe Christmas pudding. 
Hood turned the calamity into a jest by 
Saying the pudding was a Stair pudding, 
not a Cabinet one. As this dish did not 
agree with him, he attributed nis illness 
to the accident, and insisted that the 
slight eruption which appeared on his 
skin was the pattern of the stair carpet 
“breaking out.” 

In Gerard street, Soho, tablets have 
been put up to the memory of Burke, 
Sheridan, and Dryden. Dryden’s fu- 
neral took place from a large dingy 
brownstone mansion atthe far end of 
Gerard street. The affair was a very 
Shabby. one, the poet’s pody peing car 
ried out of the house by a couple of 
“hired”’ pallbearers. Though he was in-

While it is not believed that such 
ealaries were paid or accepted, except 
as compensation for actual services, dis- 
connected with their duties to the state, 
the condition was deemed unsafe, un- 
seemly and lfable to serioug criticism. 
This fact, however, is an additional rea- 
son why better salaries should be paid 
by the state. 

“Your body, in

1}. Reformation follows the substitu- 
tion of worthy ideals for unworthy ones. 
A library of from 3,000 to 10,000 well- 
selected books is one of the most potent 
factors in bringing about this substitu- 
tion. Each inmate should be graded in 
his reading ability and given only those 
books that he able to comprehend. 
As he is advanced in the school of 
letters, he should likewise be promoted 
in library privileges. 

I do not propose now to discuss this 
subject.

Editor Constitution: The disposal of 
our convicts is in order at the coming 
session of our legislature. I am sure 
that the people of Georgia want. above 
ail things, to be wise and humane. The 
State has been brought into a bad em- 
inence by articles in northern papers 
and magazines. There are, however, 
two Sides to the question. 

Perhaps the tenderest 
Sixteenth century was 
Thomas Moore, whose dreams of an 
ideal commonwealth come to us in 
“The Eutopia.” At the time this book 
was written, his dreams were such 

as mortals never dared to 
before. It is not without inter- 
and pertinence that Georgia’s way 
dealing with her convicts. is almost 
identical with what Sir Thomas Moore 
wrote about the tdeal treatment of 
convicts.

a cardinal mistake, for the reason that 
good roads are a condition precedent 
to the quickening of business and so- 
cial life in any coypnty. It is hard to 
see how any community could prosper 
decidedly and quickly with the miser- 
able country roads that are so common 
in Georgia. We are never lIikely to 
have good school houses, good teach- 
ers, good teaching, better salaries, and 
a better school attendance until our 
country communities get to be more 
prosperous. I do not know of any one 
thing so necessary to prosperity as 
good roads. Good schools will follow 
inevitably upon good country roads. 

The point of my letter ts, better con- 
vict laws, rigidly enforced by officials 
of the state, larger revenues from 
our penitentiary convicts, and compul- 
sory use of the county convicts in the 
building of good roads. This last item 
may find many counties unprepared, 
but it seems to me the sooner they 
get prepared to use their county con- 
victs in this way, the better. 

I have closely watched the work and 
camp life of the convicts in Clarke 
county. We are rapidly getting macad- 
amized roads to the county limits. The 
treatment of these convicts is humane 
and kind. Their health invariably im- 
proves, and the county is spending no 
money more wisely than in this build- 
ing of good roads. Time in the county 
eamp of Clarke works a physical and 
moral reformation in the prisoners.

Wider Market for Peach Crop. 


Editor Constitution: With the largest 
and best crop of peaches ever pro- 
duced in Georgia now being harvested 
in more perfect weather than we have 
ever had before, the present outlook is 
that it will not bring one cent of profit 
to the growers of the state, 

While the somewhat curtailed buying 
capacity of the north, an unuswal abun- 
dance of small fruits and vegetables 
and the earliness of the crop nere un- 
doubtedly have something to do with the 
market conditions, the real trouble is 
the lack of proper distribution. 

A majority of the shippers do not 
seem to know or care that there are 
any markets in America outside of New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. 

Take the shipment of yesterday, the 
5th, of seventy-eight cars going Out 
of the state. New York had thirty-one, 
Philadelphia ten, Boston six, Cincinnatt 
six, Wheeling, W. Va.; Cleveland, U.; 
Chicago and Providence, R. IL, three 
each, while such towns as Minneapolis 
St. Paul, Milwaukee, Indianapolis, Des- 
troit Rochester, Syracuse, Utica and 
Troy, N. Y.; Harrisburg, Scranton ana 
eastern Pennsylvanta; Trenton and 
Newark, N. J.; Bridgeport and New 
Haven, Conn.: Springfield and Worces- 
Mass.. and Portland, Me., did not 
have a single car, to say nothing of 
fifty other cities of 20,000 and more peo- 
ple that could take a car every other 
day. On the basis of a proper distri- 
bution of yesterday’s shipment New 
York should not have had more than 
six or eight cars, Philadelphia four or 
five and Boston perhaps two. 

This would have meant an increase in 
the selling price of surely 26 cents per 
and possibly 50 cents, all of 

would have been net to the 
growers, or from $10,000 to $20,000 
greater net returns on yesterdays 
shipments if intelligent business meth- 
ods had been practiced by the growers 
of Georgia. 

With an estimated output of about 
5000 cars from Georgia this year there 
is not the slightest doubt in my mind 
but what $1,000,000 more could nave 
been put into the pockets of the Geor- 
gia peach growers had there been & 
thoroughly organized effort for the dis- 
tribution of the fruit. Not until tnis 
is accomplished will the business be on 
sound and profitable Dasis.

THE 1908 BUNCH OF. TURTLES 


BARONS PUNCH = 
AND ALSO BUNT 


Got fo Qur Pitcher at Stated 
Intervals 


Although Playing a Close Second, 
the Crackers Could Not Owertake 
Barons’ Increasing Lead, and 
Lost Last of the Series. 

Big Crowd Out, 


Although minus the services of one 
B. Meek, who was rendered hors du 
baseball in the second round because he 
disagreed with Umps O’Brien when 
that official declared him to be suf- 
focated with three strikes, the Barons 
got to R. Ford at stated intervals and 
beat us to it 5 to 4.

TURN GLADLY TO FARM 


THE CITY

big farm a few miles up the 
from this city three hundred boys from 
New York’s crowded East Side are 
busily engaged in the various occupa- 
tions usual to farm life at this season, 
hoeing corn and potatoes, weeding gar- 
den, tending sheep, and feeding pigs and 
ehickens. Many of them never saw 4 
‘tree or a biade of grass growing ex- 
cept inside an iron fence until a few 
months ago. They are.the youngsters 
far varioug petty offenses, have 
been committed to the New York Juve- 
nile asylum, and have been sent to the 
big country establishment known as 
the Children’s Village, which the asylum 
maintains near Dobb’s Ferry, about 20 
miles from the city. 

The success of the experiment, the 
enthusiasm with which these children 
of the streets and tenements have 
taken to country pursuits, indicates 
that the very bést way to give a fair 
chance in life to the boy who has beem 
deprived of it in crowded and unhealth- 
ful city surroundings is to take him 
Here he gains strength 
and independence, learns to do useful 
things, and gets rid of the warped view 
of life and conduct that he has gained 
fin his undesirable earlier surroundings. 
It is a remedy that is extremely well 
liked by the boys themselves, for no 
other feature of the Children’s Village 
has proved so popular as the farm life 
and work. 

It is customary for parents whose 
children have been committed to the 
Children's Village to make application 
for their release at the expiratfon of @ 
boy’s “time.’’ Not long ago the com- 
mittee on discharge received one such

city, Of an exhibition somewhere in 
his former haunts of an animal show, 
was evidenced not long ago at the vil- 
lage. The boy displayed an unusual in- 
terest in the pigs, spending much of 
his playtime at the piggery. Finally, it 
was discovered that he was endeavor- 
ing to train one of the pigs to do 
‘stunts,’ a procedure that was enter- 
taining to the boy, but decidedly un- 
pleasant for the ptg. The boys are 
quick to note the peculiarities of 
various animals. One of them 
was delegated to pilot a number 
guests around the village paused in 
front of the piggery and pointing to one 
animal which among his fat brethren 
was thin to the point of attenuation.

One other instance will serve to show 
the value of this detial in the asylum’s 
plan for reforming boys by placing 
them amid surroundings free from the 
distracting and unnatural excitement 
supplied by the city. Shortly after 
the asylum had taken possession of its 
Chauncey home a small, fair-haired boy 
applied for the place of shepherd. Every 
morning thereafter he tended hia sheep 
upon the @ig village green facing the 
school house, where, in the afternoon, 
he studied. One day an English vis- 
itor, attracted by the boy’s very evi- 
dent interest in his charges, gave him 
a quarter. This the lad turned into 
the office, where each boy has a bank 
account, made possible by a system of 
discipline, which enables the wards of 
the asylum to earn each day a small 
sum of money by good behavior. 

A few days after the episode of the 
quarter, the shepherd wrote a letter 
to the superintendent's office suggesting 
the advisability of using the 25 cents 
to provide himself with a shephetd’s 
crook. At what period in. this walf's 
career in the swarming streets and al- 
leys of New York he had heard of a 
shepherd or a shepherd's crook it would 
be hard to say, but the important point 
is that the boy was happy in his new 
vocation, guarding his sheep with an 
instinctive gentleness which means of 
just this sort were required to bring 
out and develop. In this instance the 
flock of sheep was the medium through 
which the vital personal interest was 
aroused that ig necessary before a boy 
undergoing the process of reform can 
be expected to develop a great deal of 
enthusiasm in the acquisition of useful 
knowledge in the school, the industrial 
shops or the farm with which the vil- 
laweé ig equipped. 

Here is the idea in a nutshell as given 
by Mr. Mornay Williams, president of 
the Juvenile asylum and friend of every 


there is any lack of desire to make o! 
them good citizens, but simply because 
the more or less jail-like institution, 
with its necessary rules, routine and 
keepers, is physicaHy incapable of pro- 
viding ways and means for tnterasting 
and making happy the wards whom in 
the end it is hoped may be equippad 
with sufficient moral stamina and use- 
ful knowledge and health to enable 
them to earn an honest living. 

It has’ been the experience of the 
Children’s Village that the little things 
count most in stimulating this interest. 
A chance word of kindnéss, an act of 
syinpathy, the veriest little incident is 
sometimes more than sufficient to 
awaken the boy to the fact that this is 
a new world, which means him well 
In addition to the stock upon the Chil- 
dren’g Village, the ample woods. are 
alive with wild birds, and {fn these the 
waifs, heretofore acquainted only with 
Sparrows as predatory and disreputable 
as some of themselves, take an abound- 
{ng interest. For a number of months 
past the boys in the carpenter’ shop, 
where instruction is given in the art of 
woodworking, have been building ¢lab- 
}Orate bird houses. Near most of the 
cottages and scattered about in likely 
spots over the grounds these bird 
houses are a source of constant spec- 
ulation, and the arrival of a feathered 
claimant for one of the homes is 
hailed with delight. 

Altogether, life at the Children’s Vil- 
lage savors of a long vacation under de- 
lightful auspices. fhe variety of in 
terests, the healthy outdoor life, 
the real home life which the system of 
detached cottages makes possible all 
contribute to keep the boys happy and 
healthy Of course, there is strict ac- 
countabllitv and attention to other 
things than play and good times But 
because they are happy and contented 
the boys are bright and alert in school, 
and interested and successful in the 
shops and acquire information and dis 
cipline that fit them to pursue usefu! if

Josef Sebastian 
recalls Joachim and Bach—of whose mu- 
sic Mrs, Collins, who was formerly Miss 
Ada Stanford, a well-known pianist, is 
exceedingly fond. Geoffrey owed his 
name to the great early English poet, 
Chaucer. 


His Methods. 


The younger children, when a reporter 
called, were playing with a box of 
matches. They did not atempt to devour 
the temptingly colored tops—they had 
been taught better than that; but they 
were fashioning triangles—equilateral, 
isosteles and irregular—and squares and 
polygons of all sizes. 

This is one of the methods by which 
Mr. Collins ‘‘teaches’”” his children. 
“There is mothing systematic,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘Each child follows this own in- 
clination till he reaches an age when he 
is ready for the discipline of school and 
college.” 

Mr. Collins compares children to a 
farmers’ field. ‘One does not sow the 
corn,’’ he said, ‘‘until the sun thas shone 
on the ground and the rains have soak- 
ed into it, and the plow has dragged its 
edge through the hardened soll.” 

Mr. Collins is actuated by the follow- 
ing maxims: 

Teach Ilfttle—let the child learn. 

All study must be pleasure. 

Insure activity of mind, purity of blood 
and etrength of lungs before systematic 
instruction begins. 

Self-suggestion is the true basis of a 
child’s instruction. 

Mr. Collins sketched owt the ideal of a 
child’s day—an ideal that he is carrying 
into practice. 

The Child’s Day. 


“From his earliest years,”’ he said, ‘“‘the 
little one must rise as soon as ui/¢ 
awakes, though on no account must he oe 
awakened prematurely. 

“After a bath he must go straight out 
into the garden, and there, if possible, 
eat a substantial meal of as much whole- 
some food as appetite suggests. 

“The child may then ask questions, and 
these should be answered. Then, as in 
the philosophy of the great Socrates, 
other subjects will suggest themselves. 
These must be pursued so long as there 
is no slackening of interest. 

“Let me suggest a concrete example. 
The morning prayers may suggest Bible 
history; this, in turn, will open out top- 
ics of general history; then the untrain- 
ed mind may wander off into geography 
and even hygiene. 

“The child must play, toe, even as his 
fancy dictates. Dumbbells and systema- 
‘tized athletic egerciees I do not recom- 
mend except in the case of stooping or 
deformed children, and under the advice 
of a health specialist. 

“The next vartation in the child's day 
is to listen to the reading of poetry, it he 
chooses. Amithmetic and the multiplica- 
tion tables he learns during ‘his play 
with matches and marbles. 

“If the child wantg to eat let him have 
plenty of wholesome food, and at noon 
or shortly afterwards a full meat dinner. 

“T am no faddist; but I disagree with 
giving a child tea, coffee or stimulants. 
At the age of ten or eleven years, how- 
ever, this rule may be relaxed. 

“A short rest, out of doors, follows the 
midday meal, and then, again previded 
the child is not unwilling, a long walk 
is advantageous. For tea, some bread, 
with plenty of butter, is the thing. 

“Early to bed is a motto that wants 
some beating. Here, if anywhere, I de- 
part from my rule of the child's consent. 
He* must have a long rest—nature de- 
mands it.’’

From the day of their birth, Mr. Col- 
lins insists that his children ehall wear 
clothes of pure wool, and run about either 
in sandals or unshod. 

“IT am aware that sometimes one must 
give way to conventionality,” the said, 
“but this should be done as little as pos- 
sible.

ROAD BUILDING IS EASY 
WITH THE SPLIT-LOG DRAG 


One of the latest publicationg issued 
by the office of public roads of the Uni- 
ted States department of agriculture, 
treats of the split-log drag, an imple- 
ment wihich numerous experiments have 
conclusively shown to be the’ greatest 
possible boon to Keep earth roads smooth 
and passable. Because of its simplicity, 
its efficiency and its cheapness, both in 
construction and operation, it ty destin- 
ed to come more and more into general 
use. With the drag properly built and 
its use well understood, the maintenance 
of earth roads becomes a simple and in- 
expensive matter. 

At whe present time there are approx- 
imately 2,000,000 miles of earth roads 
In the United States. Some of the most 
important of these roads will eventually 
pe improved with stone, gravel and other 
materials. Many others, which are 
equally important cannot be so improv- 
ed on account of lack of funds or sulit- 
able materials, while still others will not 
require such treatment, because of the 
light traffic to mhich they are subjected, 
Kor these reasons the majority of our 
roads must be maintained as earth roads 
tor many years to come. This Must be 
done by ‘inexpensive methods and the 
split-log drag will be a powerful aid if 
economy is the criterion demanded. 

in the construction of this tmplement, 
care should be taken to make is so lig 
that one man can lift it with ease, 4 
flignt drag responding more Teadily to 
various methods of hitching than 4&4 
(neavy one, as well as to the shifting of 
tthe position of the operator. The best 
material for a split-log drag is a dry 
red cedar log, though red elm and wal- 
nut are excellent, and box elder, sort 
maple, or even willow, are superior to 
oak, hickory or ash. ‘he log should be 
between 7 and 10 feet long and from 10 {| 
to 12 inches in diameter at the butt end. 
It should be split carefully as near the 
center as possibile, and the theaviest and 
pest slam chosen tor the front. In the 
front slab 4 inches from the end which 
is to drag in the middle of the road, bore 
a two-inen hole, which is to receive @ 
cross stake. At a distance of 22 inches ,; 
from the other end of the front slab, 1o- ; 
cate the center for another cross stake, 
‘ine hole tor the middle stake will be on 
a line connecting and thalfway between 
the two. ‘I'hen place the back slab in 
position and from the end which is to 
drag in the middie of the road measure 
2U inches for the center of one cross 
stake and 6 Inches from the Other end 
locate the center of the opposite stake. 
‘ine nole for the center stake should be 
located halfway between the two. All 
these ‘holes should be carefully bored per- 
pendicular or at right angles to the face 
OT the split log. 

lf these directiong are followed, it 
will be found that when the holes of the 
front and back slabs are brought oppo- 
site each otiher, one end of the back slab 
will be I6 inches nearer the center Of 
the roadway than the front one. That 
gives what is known as “set back.’’ The 
stakes, which are 30 inches iong. will 
hola the slabs this distance apart. When 
the stakes have ‘been firmly wedged into 
their sockets, a brace about 2 inches thick 
and 4 inches wide may be placed diagon- 
ally to them at the ditch end of the 
arag. A cieated ‘board is placed between 
the siabs and across the stakes for the 
driver to stand on. 

Ky many it is deemed best to place @ 
strip of iron along the lower face of the 
front siab for a cutting blade and to 
prevent the drag from wearing. Tihe drag 
may be fastened to the doubletree Dy 


means ofa trace chain. The ohnain 
should De wrapped around the left-hand |; 
or rear stake, and passed over the front 
siab. Haising the chain at tig end of 
the siab permits the earth to drift past 
the face of the drag. Tie other end of 
the chain should be passed through a hole 
in the opposite end of the front slab 
and heid by a pin passed through a /ink. 
Kor orfinary purposes, the hitch should 
be so made that the unloaded drag will 
rollow the team at an angle of about 
45 degrees. ‘he team should be driven 
with one horse on either side of the right 
hand wheel track or rute the full length 
of the portion to be dragged, and made 
to return in the same manner over the 
other haif of the roadway. Such treat- 
ment will move the earth towgrd une 
center of the Treadway and raise it grad- 
ualiy above the surrounding level. 
The best results have been obtained 
by dragging roads once each day after 
each heavy rain. In some cases, how- 


weeks has been found sufficient to keep 
a road in good condition. 

When the soil is moist but not sticky, 
the drag does its best work. /s the soll 
in a field will bake if ploughed wet, s® 
the road will bake if the drag is used 
on it when it is wet. If the roadway 
is full of holes or badly rutted, the drag 
should be used once when the ground is 
soft and slushy. This is particularly ap- 
plicable before a cold spel] in wintar, 
when it is possible to so prepare the 
surface that it will freeze smooth. 

Not infrequently conditions are met 
which may be overcome by a slight 
change in the manner of hitching. 
Shortening the chain tends to lift the 
front slab and make the cutting slight, 
while a longer hitch causes the front to 
sink more deeply into the earth and act 
on the principle of a plow. 
~If a furrow of earth is to be moved 
the doubletree should be attached close 
to the ditch end of the drag, and ‘he 
driver should stand with one foot on the 
extreme forward end of the front slab. 

Conditions are so Varied in different 
localities, however, that it ig quite im- 
possible to lay down specific rules. Cer- 
tain sections of a roadway willl requir? 
more attention than others, because of 
steep grades. wet weather springs, soil 
conditions, exposure to sun and: wind. 
washes, etc. There is one condition, 
however, in which special attention 
should be given. €Clay roads under per- 
sistent draggings frequently become too 
high in the center. This may be cor- 
rected by dragging the earth towards 
the center of the road twice, and away 
from it once. 

There s no question as to the economy 
of this road-making implement, either 
in first cost or in operation. In six 
counties in Kansas in 1906 the cost of 
maintaining ordinary earth roads, with- 
out the aid of the split-log drag, av- 
eraged $42.50 a mile. These figures 
were furnished by Professor W. “. 
Hoad, of the University of Kansas. who 
secured them from official records of 
the counties. 

Some figures furnished by F. P. San- 
born and R. Aishton, general man- 
ager of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad, have revealed the wonders %f 
this simple device. Mr. Sanborn said. 
‘“‘the least expense per mile per annum 
for split-log dragging was $1.50, the 
greatest a little over $6, and the averag¢> 
expense per mile for 8 !-2 miles a }jittle 
over $3. I have lived alone this road 
al' my life, and never, in forty y@ars. 
have I seen it freer from mud and du’, 
despite the fact that during the season 
we have experienced the extremes of 
weather conditions.” 

The testimony of Mr. Aishton 19 
equally strong. Learning that a town- 
ship in Iowa had been making an tnves- 
tigation of the split-log drag, and het 
been experimenting with it for a year wrt 
26 miles of highwav, he sent an agen: 
to secure information. It was report‘? 
that although the town board had pai:t 
the cost of making the drags and of 
hiring men to operate them, the fntol 
expense for One year averaged but $2.40 
a mile, and the roads were renorted t» 
have been “like a race track” the 
greater portion of the year.

Salaries of British Postal Employees 


(From Harper’s Weekly.) 

The average salaries paid to the em- 
ployees of the British postoffice may be 
estimated on the basis of those dis- 
bursed in Nottingham. an ordinary mid- 
land town of about 250,000 inhabitants. 
The city postmaster receives $3,650: the 
assistant postmaster from $1,752 to 
$2,186: two superintendents from $!,4!! 
to'$!.703 each: nine assistants from $925 
to $1,363 each; twenty overseers, $779 
to $876 each: the inspector in charge, 
$925 to $1,186: the inspector of mail 
carriers. $754 to $900: and five assisi- 
ants. $584 to $730. All these are an- 
nual salaries, weekly wages being as 
follows: One hundred and ten sorting 
clerks and telegraphists, from $7.50 to 
$i4 each: 280 mail carriers, not exceed- 
ing $7.50 each: 20 rural carriers, not 
exceeding $6.1! each. In the smaller 
cities of the Nottingham district postal 
employees of the same class receive 
slightly lower wages than in Notting- 
ham.

POOR HEALTH TS ALLEGED 


Bot It Is Said There Is Much Oppo- 
sition to Hitchcock in National 
Committee — Chairman 
to Be Selected 
on July 1. 


(incinnatl Ohlo, June 20.-—Secretary 
Taft's visit to his home city, so far as 
concerned the selection of a republican 
national chairman, was a fruitless mis- 
Sion 

Frank H. Hitchcock, who managed the 
campaign of the war 
Washington, might have had 
the chairmanship, but at the last mo- 
ment declined to permit the use of 
his name because of the condition of his 
health 

A telegram was received by Secretary 
Taft from Mr. Hitchcock today request- 
ing ne be not considered in con- 
nection with the chairmanship. He said 
that his physical condition was such as 
to render it substantially impossible for 
to undertake the onerous duties of 
campaign manager at the present time. 
Another Conference in Washington. 

It is significant that, after a confer- 
ence lasting about two hours, Secretary 
Taft, Representative Gherman and the 
members of the subcommittee of the 
national committee decided to postpone 
action the chairmanship and treas- 
urership of’ the nationa] committee until 
July !. On that date a meeting of the 
candidates and the members of the sub- 
committee will be held in Washington, 
finally to determine the matters which 
could not be resolved today. 

The events leading up to the issu- 
were interesting 
and in a dégree significant. The mem- 
bers of the subcommittee of the national] 
committee were required to assemble 
at the residence of Mr. Charles P. Taft 
at I! o'clock this morning. 

As a matter of fact, the real confer- 
ence did not begin until half past 12. 
The delay was caused by some inter- 
views which Secretary Taft had with 
members of the Ohio state centra] com- 
mittee and with some friends from other 
states who had come to Cincinfiati to 
see him. 

Ohio Situation Gone Over. 

These (dnterviews, it ig understood, 
had a more or less direct bearing on 
the selection of a national chairman. 
The war secretary was put in posses- 
sion of information concerning the 
matter which it was thought he ought 
to have belore reaching a conclusion in 
eo weighty a question. 

At these preliminary conferences the 
whoie Ohto situation was discussed 
carefully. Its bearing upon the ap- 
proaching national contest was consid- 
ered and the secretary was urged not 
to be hasty in announcing his choice 
of a campaign manager. 

Finally, when Secretary Taft, Mr. 
SMerman and the members of the sub- 
committee came together they were in 
position to consider the subject in the 
light of information from al] sources. 
Those present at the meeting, in addi- 
tfon to the republican national candi- 
dates, were General Powell Clayton, of

Thought It Was a Reflection. 


Just what the nurses thought about 
the enforcement of tha rule is not 
known. The staff members resented it, 
and it is said they alleged that it was 
a reflection both upon themselves and 
the nurses, 

When the medical board met to con- 
sider the resignations the session was 
held behind closed doors. After remain- 
ing in session for an hour and a half, 
the board adjourned, and furnished to 
The Constitution a copy of the letter 
sent by the members of the staff and 
a copy of the reply made by the board.

GET A LICENSE TO DRINK 


Spokane, Wash., June 20.—(Special.»— 
Compel every man and woman who 
drinks intoxicating Hiquors to pay a 
license fee, exempt saloonmen and per- 
mit anyone who desires to engage in 
the traffic, the sole restriction being 
to seli only to license-holders. 


These, in brief, are the chief points 
of a plan announced by EB. E. Hall, of 
Spokane, a candidate in the third dis- 
trict for the next legislature of Wash- 
ington to solve the liquor question in 
this state, in which the republican 
party is pledged to local option, while 
the democrats are on record as favor- 
ing absolute prohibition. 

Mr. Hall has been a resident of east- 
ern Washington since the pioneer days, 
and is a brother of Former State Sen- 
ator Oliver Hall, who is mentioned 4s 
a possible candidate for the lHeutenant 
governorship on the republican ticket. 

Outlining his pian, Mr. Hall said that

license. He added: 

“My plan would be to abolish all sa- 
loon licenses, permitting any man de- 
siring to do so to sell liquor. If a 
man wants to drink he should be com- 
pelled to take out a license to do 80, 
and it should be a misdemeanor for 
any person to sell to a man who. does 
not have such a license. Such licenses 
should be issued by county and city, a 
reasonable fee being about $5 a year 
for county Mcenses, and from $j to $3 
a year for city.

Fortu- 
nately we do not require as much meat 
in summer &ag we do in winter and the 
deprivation will not be a hardship to 
most people, especially those who 
know the high nutritive value of 
shredded wheat biscuit which may be 
obtained of any grocer. Shredded 
wheat contains more real nutriment 


‘than beef or eggs, costg much less, and 
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is much more easily digested. Two 
shredded wheat biscuits with milk or 
cream and a little fruit will supply all 
the energy needed for a half day’s 
work and at a cost not to exceed 5 or 
6 cents. It will be a pleasant surprise 
as the pocket-

Brown House, Macon, Ga., June 20.— 
(Special.)—That Macon is to enjoy 4&4 
very large increase in population and 
territory within the next year is now 
little doubted by citizens and business 


men. both inside and outside the limits. 
The most pleasing indications are the 
desires of ovtside citizens to have them- 
selves made part of the city.

WHEAT OVER 6 FEET TALL 
GROWN BY ALABAMA FARMER

Decatur, Ala, June 20.—(Spectai.)— 
There is growing in the yard of C. H. 
Adams, Sherman street, New Decatur, 
a square of peculiar wheat. The 
stocks of the wheat ate as large 
around as a goo sized lead pencil, and 
about six feet tall. The heads are 
fully six inches long, and are now heavy 
with large, plump grains almost ripe. 

Connected with this square of wheat 
at Mr. Adams’ home is a story of un- 
usual interest. Last fall his brother, A. 
Adams, of Juliaetta, Idaho, sent him one 
head of this wheat, and from this 
single head he will produce at least a 
peck of large, fine grains. In the sum- 
mer of 1904 Mr. A. Adams was pros- 
pecting for coal in British Columbia, 
near the Alaska line, when he found 
one head of this wheat growing wild. 
He took this head home and planted it, 
and from the single head raised seven 


pounds of wheat. In the spring of 


11906 he sowed the seven pounds and 
harvested |,545 pounds. Mr. Adams says 
that he has raised as much as 125 
bushels to the acre of this wheat. This 
year he has 800 acres planted in the 
wheat from the smal] beginning of only 
one head. 

State Chemist I S. Jones, of Idaho, 
who examined the grain of the wheat, 
says: “The kernels are plump and 
sound, and will grade as No. i. It wil! 
take rank with the beet blue stem for 
flour-making purposes.’

TEXAS ASKS 
$3,077,850 


State Files Suit Against the 
American Book Com- 


pany. 


Austin, Tex., June 20.—The state of 
Texas, through the attorney general, 
this afternoon filed a suit in the fifty- 
third district court against the Amer- 
ican Book Company, of New Jersey, 
and the American Book Company, of 
New York, for penalties aggregating 
$3,077,850, forfeiture of permits and 
for a writ of injunction to restrain 
thgse companies from doing business 
in Texas, other than interstate, for 
the alleged violation of the anti-trust 
laws of 1899 ang 1903, alleging that 
these corporations are operating in 
restraint of trade. 

This is the result of the recent in- 
vestigation made by Assistant District 
Attorney General Lightfoot of the af- 
fairs of the American Book Company 
in New York, and in accordance with 
instructions from the governor, text- 
book board and state board of educa- 
tion, the latter board having canceled 
the contract made with this company 
to furnish books in this state. 

Penalties are sued for against the 
American Book Company, of New Jer- 
sey, from August 13, 1901, to March 3}, 
1903, at the rate of $5,000 per day un- 
der the anti-trust act of 1899 and for 
penalties at the rate of $50 per day 
from March 3i, 1903, to January 2i, 
1908, at’ $50 per day under the anti- 
trust act of 1903, aggregating under 
both acts $3,070,850. Penalties are sued 
for against the American Book Com- 
pany, of New York, from January 2}, 
1908. to the current time under the 
act of 1903, at $50 per day to the pres- 
ent time, aggregating $7,500,

RESOLUTIONS ARE PASSED 
BY THE FARMERS’ UNION 


Want Legislature to Legalize Bond- 
ed Cotton Warehouses — Resolu- 
tions on Agricultural Products, 


At the meeting of representatives of 
the Farmers’ Union on Thursday, held 
for the purpose of preparing for the 
Macon convention, resolutions were 
adopted.asking the legislature to legalize 
bonded cotton warehouses, and to ex- 
empt from taxation all agricultural 
products in the hands of producers for 
One year after harvest. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

Resolutiong introduced by Colonel W. 
lL. Peek: 

“RESOLUTION NO. |. 


“Exemption «Act for Produce in hand 
of Producer for one year after harvest: 

‘Whereas, under a statute of the 
state of Georgia, farmers are compelled 
to give in their cotton for taxation be- 
fore the crop can be marketed or even 
before ginning is finished; and, where- 
as on the 4th day of March, last, we 
were compelled, as farmers and taxpay- 
ers, to give in for taxation all cotton 
on hand for sale. The report of United 
States government showed on 20th of 
said month that there were 22,000 bales 
of Georgia crop still unginned, and 
subject to taxation, besides what was 
then in the hands of farmers, alréady 
ginned, which we believe caused many 
bales to be put on the market when 
the price was below the cost of produc- 
tion; and, whereas at the same time 
farmers were paying taxes on their 
lands, stock, wagons and other planta- 
tion tools; therefore, be it resowed, That 
we, the representatives of the Farmers’ 
Educational and Cooperative Union, re- 
spectfully ask the legislature, which 
convenes on the 24th inst., to pass a 
bill exempting from taxation ail ag- 
ricultural products in the hands of pro- 
ducers for one year after harvest.”’ 

“RESOLUTION NO. 2. 

“To Legalize Cotton Warehouses 
Inéure: 

‘“‘Whereas, that it is a recognized fact 
that when cotton is put upon the mar- 
ket in the fall of the year, that farm- 
ers are often forced to sel] at a price 
below the cost of production, and that 
the law of ‘supply and demand’ cuts no 
figure in the sale thereof, and men of 
means take the advantage of farmers, 
and that the farmers are unable to ob- 
tain loans to paytheir taxes and other 
pressing obligations, and that money is 
the life-blood of a state or nation, and 
when conjested or controlled by a few, 
Others become weak and unable to live, 

was intended by the founders of the 
state; and that it Is unfair to give the 
non-producing classes a monopoly on 
the dispensing of money, the circulat- 
ing medium of this land and country, 
to the impoverishing of the producers 
of all wealth; and, whereas, it is an 
undisputable fact that the life of cotton 
wel] cared for is almost that of a hu- 
man being; that it is a medium of cir- 
culation; that it is the best collateral, 
and as readily converted into actual 
cash as almost anything known to the 
commercia] world; in fact, it demands 
ZOld in every civilized country of the 
world, it is the largest factor in na- 
tional and international commerce of 
any articie produced from God's earth, 
and on it the south bases all of its 
business operations, and good prices for 
the staple is the only- rock on which 
the prosperity of the farmers rest. 
When farmers prosper, all other classes 
prosper. To put the crop all on the 
market in two or three months means 
ruin to the farmers; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the representa- 
tives of the Farmers’ Educational and 
Cooperative Union most respectfully 
memoralize a législature that meets on 
the 24th of ‘this month to pags a bil) le- 
galizing bonded cotton warehouses, that 
they may issue interest bearing notes 
at a small rate of interest on cotton 
stored in said warehouses, that said 
notes be receftvable for all taxes due 
state of Georgia.”

Christian Association started educational 
work ten years ago, but it was on &@ 
very smal! scale, and it has been con- 
fined chiefly to bankers’ and brokers’ 
clerks in the city. At that time it un- 
dertook to prepare its members at the 
branoh for the examination of the 
London Institute of Bankers, and it is 
a splendid testimony to the efficiency of

DENMARK WAGES 
CRUSADE ON RATS 


War of Extermination on h 


ead Earnest, 


The Nation Offers a Premium for 
All Rats Killed—Vast Saving 
in Money and Health Is 
Claimed for Anti«- 

Rat Law,

London, June 20.—Four years ago 
there commenced in Copenhagen a trial 
the results of which will ultimately 
embroil the whole civilized world in 
the most relentless war of extermina- 
tion ever waged in the history ef man- 
kind. This cause celebre of the Dan- 
ish commonwealth v. Rat was heard 
before a jury consisting of both houses 
of the Danish parliament, and lasted 
three years. In the end the chief coun- 


/8e] for the prosecution, Justizraad Zus- 
chlag, arch-enemy of the rat and all its. 


kind, obtained a verdict of guilty on 
all counts in the form of a law which 
solemnly decreed that the whole species 
of rat is to be exterminated in Den- 
mark root and branch because it 
Stands convicted of having caused and 
causing tremendous devastations of 
food and material, and of being the 
chief agent in spreading numerous dis- 
eases, notably the terrible plague. 
Hence this law proscribes it, puts a 
price on its head, and calls upon the 
whole nation to slay the outlaw wher- 
ever he may be found, and by whatso- 
ever means, from the disease-creating 
microbe down to the convenient half- 
brick.

It is just ten years since the chief 
apostie of this modern crusade first 
lifted up his voice to preach war on 
the rat. He was then known as a civil 
e€ngineer with a ‘‘bee in.his bonnet” on 
the subject of rats.

scheme being embodied in a law. The 
government brought in a measure 
which was passed unanimously by 
both houses. It is styled “A law order- 
ing the destruction of rats within the 
Kingdom of Denmark,” and came into 
force on the Ist of July last year, 

Law to Kill Rats. 

For the purpose of this law the state 
enters into a king of partnership with 
Zuschlag and his “Society for the Ra- 
tional Destruction of Rats,” and with 
the municipalities. It says to Zuschiag: 
“This your scheme; you know 
more than any one else; so 
come along and administrate it and 
make it a success.” It says to his so- 
ciety: “You represent public spirit and 
private enterprise, two most necessary 
factors. We have made your president 
the administrator .of the law for which 
you have been agitating with him, 
therefore you will be expected to show 
your recognition by findipg every year 
$5,000 toward the expense.” To the 
municipalities it says: “Zuschlag will 
tell you how to conduct the war, you 
supply the money by a levy of 60 cents 
for every !00 inhabitants, or a higher 
rate if necessary, And on own be- 
half the state says: “In addition to the 
money you two will be spending I 
shall spend $7,500 each year, not on 
premiums, but on an army of invisible 
fighters, flercer even and more merct- 
less than the rat, and more numerous 
than the sand by the sea shore—-an 
army of microbes that shall deal death 
to every rat they may come into con- 
tact with.’ During the debates it had 
become clear that it would be futile to 
hope for an extermination of the rats 
as long as sewers and similar places 
provided sanctuaries where the rats

strange that may sound—the killing 
strength of this microbe to 100 per 
cent. and in making -it practically in- 
different to any changes of tempera- 
ture. from the colds of Siberia to the 
heat of the countries within the torrid 
zone. 

During the first nine months of this 
war of Man and Microbe vs. Rat the 
casualties among the quadrupeds, as far 
as it thas been possible to ascertain them 
from the amount paid out for rewards, 
have exceeded one million, or as the 
Danes express it, public spirit, the in- 
ducement of the premium system and 
the state with its weird ratin, as Neu- 
mann's bacillus ts called, have at an 
expenditure of some $30,000—(in some 
parts of Denmark the premium is only 
one cemt)—succeeded in eaving from de- 
struction by the rats at least $3,750,000 
worth of food and maierial.

Formerly the killing of rats seemed to 
ibe nobody's business, because everybody 
should have done it. But now the pre- 
mium makes it worth thousands of peo- 
rats, and as a result 


have been (pressed into service once 
more. Every Danish lad Knows today 
all about the rat catchers’ secrets of lur- 
ing rats with baits scented with aniseed 
or oil of rhodium, and hundreds of boys 
think nothing of bringing home 25 cents 
for rats caught after school ihours. Dur- 
ing the winter months the rat law was 
a veritable godsend to the 
many of whom earned as muon as $6 a 
week and more, 

The law is to be in force for three 
years, and will then come up for revi- 
sion. Though its operations have so far 
shown that Zuschlag’s estimate of the 
number of rats in the country must be 
greatly below the actual number, they 
have in all other respects realized his 
most sanguine expectations; and he is 
confident that in a few years the Danish 
brown rat will be extinct—except in the 
seaports, whence, however, a strict sys- 
tem of state supervision will prevent 
them from penetrating into the hinter- 
land and thus becoming a source of se- 
rious loss once more.

THE ROMANCE 
UF A BANKRUPT 


Comes Into Huge Fortune and 
Pays in Full 


A Dramatic Transformation From a 
Conditfon of Bankruptey to the 
Possession of Large Estates, 
Bankruptcy Was Or- 
dered Annualied. 


Special Cable, 


London, June 20--A dramatic trans- 
formation from a condtion of bankrupt- 
cy to the possession of large and valu- 
able estates in Kssex and Northampton 
disclosed in the Taunton county 
court when an application was made 
by counsel on behalf of Wiliam Beau- 
mont Rush, a former resident of Taun- 
ton, for the annulment of that gentle- 
man’s bankruptcy. 

Mr. Rush became bankrupt at Taunton 
in 1862, and in the following year was 
assumed to have a contingent life in- 
terest in the estate mentioned under 
Wills made in 1854. The reverstonary 
life interest was sold for $1,500. and 
eventually became deposited with Sir 
Walter Gilbey. In 1885 a dividend of 
10 per cent on the dollar was paid to 
Mr. Rush's creditors, 
CY was closed 

There matters remained 
Mr. Rush took legal adviee in 
IAndon, which tended to the conclusion 
that Mr, Rush was entitled as tenant! 
in tail, and not as tenant for life. of 
the family estates. This view was up- 
held by Justice Parker. . 

Mr. Villar, of Taunton, was thereupon 
appointed trustée, and’ he fought the 
case as freeholder against Sir Walter 
Gilbey. Mr. Justice Swinfen Eady de- 
cided that it was an estate in tail. and 
the decision was upheld by the house of 
lords on appeal. Mr. stush, being born 
three weeks after the testator died, was 
thus entitled to the estate in tail. 

He had now provided a sum of $30 
000, which was *ufficient to pay all his 
creditors 100 cents on the dollar with 
niterest at 4 per cent per annum, to- 
gether with all costs and charges.

Rush's estates was valued at $150,000, 
and that there were numerous heir- 
looms, imcluding family pictures, which 
steps were being taken to identify and 
recover.

Training Zebras. 

I have written of the experiments 
which the British are making in attempt- 
ing to raise the zebra for agricultural 
use. They are being carried on at Nal- 
robi and on the government farm near 
Lake Navaisha, in Britleh East Africa. 
The Germans are making similar experi- 
ments in their territory, and so far they 
have been quite successful. They are’ 
trving to train the zebras as riding ant- 
mals. with the idea that they may 
eventually be able to outfit the native 
cavalry with them. In the barracks at 
Dar es Salaam I was shown a half dozen’ 
zebras tied up in the stalls side by side 
with horses. The officers told me that 
they had been broken to riding and that 
they were easily tamed. In another sta- 
ble IT was shown the results of some 
crosses between the zebra and the horse. 
One was a Zebra mule a year old, whose 
mother was a big bay mare. This ani- 
mal was larger than the ordinary zebra, 
but it was shaped just the Same way, 
and it had aspect of the zebra 
excepting the white and black stripes.' 
It was striped in black over a body of 
light brown. The stripes of the pure! 
zebra are of the deadest black and the 
whiteet white. When the Lord painted 
him He did it in such colors that he who 
runs can read them. 

‘There are many zebras im the interior 
of German East Africa, and they are 
often shot and. eaten by the hunters. 

As to hunting, tgis country promises 
to be more popular than British Bast 
Africa, which is generally known as 
the land of big game. German Bast 

frica is a part of the same plateau, and 
there are regions in it which swarm 
with antelopes, zebras and other» game 
beasts. There are many lions and leop- 
ards, as well as elephants, hippopota- 
muses and rhinoceroses. At present it 
costs $250 for the right to shoot dig 
game in the British possessions. The 
Germans issue licénses to shoot for $3 
or $4 each, but they require a small 
royalty to the government on each head 
of game killed. The high rates are 
driving the sportsmen out of the lands 
north of there, and eventually the Ger- 
mans wil. have the greater part of that 
travel.

The Pets of the Black Continent. 


While on the subject of animals [I 
want to tell you about the queer pets 
I find in this part of Africa. Think of 
holding a baby leopard in your lap! Or 


| O8 lifting up a lion by the nape of the 


reck! This is what I have seen done 
in the past week. The baby lion was at 
a hotel here. He was tied by a clothes- 
line, and I was able to pet him with- 
out being hurt, I took hold of the skin 
of his neck and lifted him ‘@@ _ the! 
ground, although it strained my arm to 
do so. On Lake Victoria Il saw a pet! 
hyena, and at one of the native villages 
found several pet antelopes. Pet sheep 
and goats are common among the Afri- 
cans, and there are certain tribes in 
which a sheep will follow its master 
about and come to him when calied. 
In Uganda sheep are often petted. They 
are fat-tailed animals, with Nair a@ 
coarseasthatof atin-can-fed American 
goat. They are usually white-in color, 
although some are as red as a blood 
ibay horse. In Dar es Salaam I’ stopped 
with a man who owned a pet leopard. 
It was only a few weeks old and was 
as tame as a cat. 

The captain on one of the Lake Vic- 
toria gteamers has several pet monkeys, 
a dog-faced babboon, and some par- 
rots. The parrots have silver gray 
feathers on their bodies and théir wings 
and tails are bright red. They talk in 
the native language and whietie in es- 
peranto. 

About the qeerest pet bird I have yet 
seen on this continnent is the whale-'| 
headed stork of Uganda, one of which: 
has been sent to Khartoum and Is kept. 
there in the gardens of the Sirdar. The: 
bird Is found all around Lake Victoria, 
and especially at the source of the 
Nile. It is as big as the largest turkey 
gobbler, and its head looks as though 
it had been chopped out of a telegraph! 
pole and then hung to its neck. This. 
stork has long legs, and it walks about 
with great dignity. It looks sleepy,’ 
and it does not seem at all afraid. I 
took a snapshot at the bird with my) 
camera, standing within a few feet of| 
it at the time. It did not budge, but! 
gazed at me out of its bleary eyes as 
though it thought me a fool.

In Asia and Africa the natives 
mystic power of rapidly and secretly 
municating news over vast distances. An 
instance of this strange faculty was fur- 
nished during the Indian frontier expedition 
against the Waziris in 16895 Seventy-five 
miles as the crow flies and 120 miles by 
mountain roads from their base at Sheik 
Budin, the British troops defeated the Wa- 
ziris. Heavy mist prevented the news of 
this success being heliographed until the 
following day. when. communication being 
opened. the Brifish officer ae Sheik Budin 
anticipated the news of the by stat- 
ing that he had been informed of it by na- 
tives on the very evening of the occurrence. 
The most famous instance of this sort is 
associated with the assassination of Lord 
Mayo by a convict in the Andaman islands. 
Within a few hours of this murder an Eng- 
lish official at Simla was told by his Pathan 
servant that the viceroy’ was dead. Tele- 
grams announcing the news did fot arrive 
until the next day. How such messages are 
transmitted is hidden from Europeans, “but
